WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—[Special.]—The 
manners of the American people are con­ 
stantly Improving. 
This was the ob serva­ 
tion made to me the other day b y an old 
gentleman who had not iiecn in Washing­ 
ton for many y ears. 
“ When I was here 
b efore,” he said, “ I saw things which did 
not please me. I have alway s looked upon 
the manners to b e found in the capital of 
the nation as indicative of the manners of 
011 r people as a whole. 
Therefore I was 
disappointed when I came here just after 
the war to find that tob acco chewing and 
spitting and smoking cigars and all that 
sort of thing were too common among 
our pub lic men and in pub lic places, to 
say nothing of whisky drinking aa>d pub ­ 
lic intoxication. 
On the occasion of my 
first visit to the national capital, now 
some twenty odd y ears ago, it was no rare 
thing to see senators or representatives 
under r lie influence of liquor in their seats 
or walking ab out the capitol. 
In the 
house there was a greut deal of smoking 
in the liall, w here every one could see it. 
Cuspidors were every where, and when I 
saw tiie prevalence of the chewing and 
spitting hab it in our b eautiful capitol I 
was not surprised that we had b een lam­ 
pooned for that b y foreign writers. 
“ But now things are much b etter,” con­ 
tinued this ob serving visitor. 
” 1 see that 
smoking is no longer tolerated any where 
in the hails or corridors of the capitol 
b uilding. 
In the house of representatives 
no one dares to smoke without retiring to 
the cloakrooms or to a committee room.

o r grease heel. 
If the legs get muddy 
and the animal gets heated and then is 
put into a cold « table without cleaning 
off ho get cold and shiver, conditions 
are supplied that art' favorable for the 
development of this disease. 
Allowing 
the horses to get fat and to stand in the 
■tables with no ex ercise and upon a pile 
of heating is also favorable to this dis­ 
ease. 
Prevention is muc h easier than 
cure. A proper regard for comfort and 
cleanliness will readily prevent this dis­ 
ease. 
When the horses come in at night, if 
the legs are wet or muddy they should 
be carefully washed oft' in tepid water 
and then wiped dry with a cloth. 
If 
the scratches appear, as *0 0 1 1 as the fact 
is ascertained wash the feet with tepid 
water and oasttle soap and then wipe 
dry . 
If there is inflammation, make a 
hot poultice aim sprinkle finely pow­ 
dered charcoal over it, apply ing one tu 
the morning and renewing it at night 
until the inflammation subsides. 
Then 
apply a lotion made of one ounce of sug­ 
ar of lead dissolved 111 a pint of water. 
When it begins to heal, 1 1s** veterinary 
vaseline. Continue the treatment until 
thoroughly cured. Keep the horse quiet 
and supply sufficient bedding to keep 
the feet clean. 
If taken in hand at the 
first stages, washing cleau with warm 
water and castile soap, wiping dry and 
apply ing veterinary vaseline will effect 
a oure in three or four day s.

ease« in addition to tlie treatment given 
it may bo necessary to giv e a good ca­ 
thartic.—St Louis Republic.

A Fam o us Training N u m . 
Miss Linda Richards, who recently 
resigned from the superintendency of 
the training school of Hartford hospital, 
has just gone to Philadelphia to take 
charge of the University of Pennsy lva­ 
nia Medical College Hospital Training 
school. 
Miss Richards has probably had the 
broadest experience of any woman in 
the United States in establishing train­ 
ing schools, both 
111 this and other 
lands. 
¡She was graduated from the 
New England Hospital Training ¡School 
For Nurses in 18 7J, with the first class 
for nurses organized in this country . 
Immediately after her graduation she 
was called upon to take charge of tiie 
training school of the Massachusetts 
General hospital in Boston, where she 
remained four y ears. At the end of that 
time she resigned for the purpose of 
making a general foreign tour and 
study ing foreign hospital and training 
school methods. 
During this trip she became acq uaint­ 
ed with Florence Nightingale, the fa­ 
mous founder of training schools for 
nurses, and was greatly aided by her in 
her investigations, thus obtaining ad­ 
mission to many otherwise closed doors. 
Upon her return to America she assist­ 
ed in organizing the Boston City Hos­ 
pital Training school, where she re­ 
mained in charge until 
18 8 4.

American board of commissioners for 
foreign missions (the Congregational 
board) then secured her services, and 
she was sent to Kioto, where she organ­ 
ized the first training school for nurses 
tstablislu.nl in Japan. 
Her work there

main in Japan, and she returned to this 
country , since which time she has been 
connected with the Pennsy lvania Hospi­ 
tal For the Insane, the Methodist Epis­ 
copal hospital of Philadelphia, the Vis­ 
iting Nurse society , the New England 
hospital at Boston, the Homeopathic 
hospital of Boston and the Hartford 
hospital.
